HOSPITAL CHAPEL DEDICATED 


Inaugural Opening Marked by 
Heavy Attendance And 
Gracious Ceremony 


Honored by the presence of 
many religious dignitaries 
from the various denomina- 
tions throughout the North- 
west, Seattle Naval Hospital 
dedicated its newly complet- 
ed Chapel-On-The-Hill last 
Sunday afternoon, 12 Novem- 
ber 1944 with a ceremonial 
program that featured a Dedi- 
catory address by our com- 
manding officer and choral 
selections from the hospital’s 
own Chapel Chorus. 

Situated on a knoll overlooking 
the entire hospital grounds, and 
surrounded by stately firs, the 
chapel received countless compli- 
ments on its magnificent appear- 
ance and rich architectural lines 
from the many visitors. Its sturdy 
construction pays tribute to the 
hospital staff members who plan- 
ned the details and to the contrac- 
tor who completed the building in 
record time. 

The chapel is the first inter- 
denominational hospital chapel au- 
thorized for the continental United 
States, and its brick material makes 
it the only permanent structure on 
the hospital compound. 

Particular praise can be directed 
to our commanding officer, Cap- 
tain J. T. Boone, who unceasingly 
bent his efforts toward the estab- 
lishment of a separate structure for 
religious worship which today ex- 
ists as our “all denominations” 
church, a realization of his dream. 

Interior Equipment Donated 

Knowing the need for ecclesias- 
tical equipment, many individuals 
and organizations contributed cash 
and other gifts. The Knights of 
Columbus donated the altar and 
dossal curtain. A Hammond electric 
organ was given by the Navy 
Mother’s Club ( the second such 
organ given us by them), B'nai 
B’rith contributed for The Ark and 
the hospital nurses gave $210.00. 
(The pair of candelabra was one 
of the items purchased from this 
money. Others to follow).

1 Dedicatory oAddress

The realization of an ennobling dream is every 
man’s ambition. The incentive to attain a wish, a 
desire, a tangible or an intangible object or objective, 
sets he who seeks, onto the road leading to the foot 
of the rainbow which is known to be a thing of 
| beauty but of no material substance. If, however, the 
quest leads to the visualization in actual substance, 
then is transformed man's dream into reality. 

Today we see in brick, stone, wood and glass a 
vision made a reality. This Chapel stands before 
men’s eyes as a miniature cathedral. Robert Louis 
Stevenson said: “Mankind was never so happily 
inspired as when he made a cathedral.” 

We have come together, representatives of many 
religious faiths, to dedicate this place of worship. We 
are not consecrating this House of God at this time. 
Each denomination will consecrate it to the service 
of Almighty God befitting to individual religious 
concept. 

This Chapel is a shrine where men and women 
may worship according to his or her religious dic- 
tates, unitedly or singly; with ritual and song or sil- 
ently and meditatively. The Protestant, the Catholic, 
the Jew, the Quaker, may each find in this House of 
God provision for his soul's requirement of wor- 
ship. In the heart of man has God created his dwell- 
ing place and therein is God’s sanctuary. The poet 
Archibald Rutledge, who was my boyhood teacher 


and friend, gives expression to the truth of the omni- 
presence of God within man’s breast in one of his 
sonnets; and we can inspiringly associate this Chapel 
built in the beautiful forest with its golden spire 
pointing heavenward, with the sanctuary of God ever 
present in the heart of man: 

'Tremendous Vision hewn to solemn stone. 

Thy Cross among the stars, lowering in night! 

Shall God in thy tall splendor take delight. 

Letting thy beauty tor our sins atone? 

Shall He who reared the Firmament alone. 

Whose mansion is the dwelling-place of light. 

Marvel at Man's magnificence and might? 

God has a sanctuary of His own. 

"Aye, in each heart God made Himself a shrine, 

A secret place to which He might repair. 

Fashioning it with lore's own art divine . . . 

And still it has His tender, wistful care. 

Whether the lights upon the altar shine, 

If sweet the music and unfeigned the prayer." 

Into this structure we here dedicate has gone the 
composite thinking, planning, designing, building of 
many men. Out of their hearts, their minds and their 
hands has come into being a beautiful edifice, simple 
yet magnificent; humble in concept, yet huge in op- 
portunity. Those who have shared in fashioning this 
building can well sense deep gratification that they

All thinking beings have a ca- 
pacity, not only to recall the past, 
and reason out the present, but also 
to think in terms of the future.

Belief 
is often, if not always, a synthesis 
of all three. First, an accumulation

Those in whom we place our per- 
fect and implicit trust, are those 
who have grown upon us because 
of their unchanging character and 
personality in the face of changing 
tides of the passing scene. 

Belief in someone is essential to 
a happy life. One must learn to 
trust someone, or life sours and 
dies. The child must trust and be- 
lieve in its parents, or security and 
contentment in life is gone. The 
patient must trust and believe in 
the integrity and skill of the physi- 
cian, or hope for a cure is distant. 
The cry of the penitent sinner is 
vain without a trust and depend- 
ence upon a God who cares and is 
worthy of such confident faith. 

In whom do you believe? In 
yourself? Your friends? Your doc- 
tors and nurses? Your God? Your 
convictions in such will determine 
your hope and faith.

have contributed to man’s betterment. In that realiza- 
tion is their reward for a job well done. The fatigu- 
ing hours of mental application, the anxieties associ- 
ated with attainment, the discouragements in over- 
coming opposing forces, the sweat of the brow, can 
today be regarded as toil in accomplishment and 
necessary obstacles in bringing into being a noble 
enterprise. It is not within the province of mere man 
to repay with words of gratitude those who have 
contributed by mental effort or toil of hand in the 
building of this Chapel. To them the greatest com- 
pensation will come from soul satisfaction of having 
the privilege to contribute from their vested power, 
their talent, their skill, their leadership. 

To the designated Naval Administrative Head of 
this hospital, no undertaking of rebuilding and 
greatly enlarging the hospital could possibly be 
regarded as more satisfying and more thrilling than 
the building of a Chapel. It is the high point of the 
incumbent Commanding Officer’s present tour of 
duty. Were nothing else or further accomplished 
he could well feel deeply privileged for having had 
an opportunity to serve at this hospital. Here he has 
had a cherished dream realized. Man is merely an 
instrumentality of God. The true physician is daily 
conscious of that fact. Those of us who have planned 
the creation and have labored to erect this House of 
Worship are thankful that they have been chosen to 
serve their Maker in this holy enterprise. 

Here on this hillside in evergreen forest will 
come the tired, discouraged, weak; those broken in 
spirit and in body; the thankful, the sorrowing, the 
joyful, the faithless, the believer who seeks solace 
and encouragement and to voice praise and thought- 
fulness to Almighty God; or the worshiper who will 
come to confess faults and show repentence; or 
those to make or take vows; to be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit; to marry in Divine wedlock; to partake 
of Holy Sacraments; or to worship silently alone in 
the presence of God only. May this Chapel soon be 
an assembling place where prayers of thankfulness 
will be raised for the celebration of a returned 
Peace to the world. 

In this lovely dell wherein has been placed this 




Chapel, may men and women find renewed faith, 
hope and courage to live usefully and self-sacrific- 
ingly. Nature has here created an ideal setting for a 
Chapel. The site is on a hospital reservation where 
physical and mental suffering occasioned by war is 
ever-present; yet, it is detached and secluded by 
nature’s rich provision of stately trees so that one is 
scarcely conscious of the existence of a hospital at 
the foot of the hill. Framed by tall firs out over the 
landscape is a vista of gloriously magnificent Mt. 
Rainier as the visitor stands on the steps leading into 
the entrance of the Chapel. Truly here can one behold 
a link between a creation of God and one of man. 
Again, appropriately to quote from another Rutledge 
sonnet: 

"There is a peace the world can never give, 

But nature grants it, joyous and profound. 

Unto a heart to beauty sensitive . . . 

That conquering compassion he has found 
Who on the heart of God, in wildwoods lone. 
Sustains and stills the beating of his own." 

Here now by the authority vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the U. S. Hospital, Seattle, Wash- 
ington, is dedicated its Chapel to the glory of God 
and to the service of mankind.
